LONDON, Oct. 6 — ( UP) 
The 
government wron an overwhelming 
vote of confidence by 366 votes to 
144 today on the declaration that 
its policy on the Czech crisis had 
averted war in Europe. 
Prior to the vote, the house re­ 
jected by 369 to 150 a laborite 
a m e n d m e n t disapproving the 
“humilation” of the country by the 
sacrifice of Czechosolvakia. 
The vote was almost strictly on 
party lines, with very few con­ 
servative defections. The last two 
previous foreign affairs 
debates, 
one on China and Spain and the 
other mostly on Czechoslovakia, 
resulted in confidence votes of 277 
to 148 and 275 to 128. 
After the vote, Commons ad­ 
journed until Nov. I, as demanded 
by the government and Approved 
by a vote of 313 to 150.

A Statement of Public Policy 


by T h e Great Atlantic & Pacific T e a C o m p an y 


T he H onorable W right P itm an , representative in Con­ 
gress of the first district of T exas, has announced that he 
will introduce in the next Congress a punitive and discrim ­ 
inatory tax bill frankly designed to put chain stores out o f 
business. In the past, Mr. Patm an has been very successful 
in securing enactm ent of legislation which he has spon­ 
sored. He h as dem onstrated that he is a very able lobbyist 
and p ro p ag an d ist for his own bills. T h e m anagem ent o f 
T he G reat A tlantic & Pacific T e a C om pany is therefore 
faced with the necessity of deciding upon a course of 
action in relation to this proposed legislation— whether to 
do nothing and risk the possibility of the p a ssa g e of the bill 
and the resulting forced dissolution of this business, or to 
e n g a g e in an active cam paign in opposition to the bill. 
In arriving at a decision, the interests of several groups 
of people d eserve consideration— the m anagem ent, the 
85,600 em ployees o f the com pany, the consuming public, 
th e millions of farm ers producing the c o u n try ’s food, and 
labor. 
1. The Interests of the Management 
The interests of the management can be dismissed as of very 
little importance. 
The Great Atlantic Ac Pacific Tea Company is managed by 
George L. Hartford and John A. Hartford under an arrange­ 
ment made by their father, George Huntington I lartford, the 
founder of the business. George L. Hartford has been actively 
engaged in the grocery business for >8 years, working gener­ 
ally six days a week, 52 weeks a year during that entire period. 
Joim A. Hartford has been actively engaged in the grocery 
business for 50 years, working generally six days a week. 52 
weeks a year during that period. Both of these men could, of 
course, retire without personal or financial inconvenience and 
live very comfortably if chain stores were put out of business. 
The record of the last calendar year shows that out of any 
money earned annually from the business, in the case of George 
L. Hartford, 82 percent is paid to government in taxes; in the 
case of John A. Hartford, 83 percent is paid to government in 
taxes. A s neither of the brothers has any children, any monies 
left out of their earnings would accrue to their estates, and in 
the event of their death, inheritance taxes would probably 
amount to two-thirds of such accrued earnings, leaving a p ­ 
proximately 6 cents on the dollar as a motive for continued 
personal service. 
It is therefore apparent that the interests of management 
need hardly be taken into consideration in arriving at a decision. 
2. The Interests of the Employees 


The interests of the employees of the company are, how­ 
ever, a matter of very grave concern. 
It is simply a statement of fact to say that the employees of 
The Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company generally through­ 
out the United States receive the highest wages and have the 
shortest working hours of any workers in the grocery business, 
whether chain store or individual grocer. M any of them 
have devoted all of their w orking lives to the interests o f 
the com pany. 
The management, therefore, has a definite obligation and 
duty to defend the interests of these 85,600 employees against 
legislation intended to throw all of them out of work. 
3. The Interests of the Consumer 


Since this business has been built by the voluntary patronage 
of millions of American families, we believe that we must give 
consideration to their interests in this matter. Millions of 
women know how acute is the present problem of providing 
food, clothing and shelter for themselves, their husbands and 
their children out of their present income. When food prices go 
up it is not a question of paying more for the same food. I hey 
do not have the additional money with which to pay. Ihere- 
fore, they must buy less and eat less. A Ac P hood Stores last 
year distributed at retail $881,700,000 worth of food at a net 
profit of I %:. 
This food was sold to the public at prices averaging from 
eight to ten percent lower than the prices of the average indi­ 
vidual grocer. laterally, millions of sales were made at prices 
twenty-five percent lower than those of the average individual 
grocer. This saving of eight to twenty-five cents on each dollar is 
of vital importance to these millions of families, lf they were 
denied the opportunity to buy at these lower prices it would 
simply mean that in millions of homes they would have to leave 
meat off the table another day a week, eat less fresh fruits and 
vegetables, give the growing child one bottle of milk less every 
week or stint on butter, cheese, poultry, eggs and many other 
of the most nourishing focms. 
In the last IO years during the greatest period of chain store 
growth, the number of individual dealers has increased rather 
than decreased. We maintain that there is nothing wrong when 
these dealers charge more than we charge. They must charge 
these prices in order to make a fair profit. The average grocer 
will, upon request, deliver the groceries to the customer's door 
and in many cases extends credit to some of his customers. 
Delivery service costs money. The grocer must put this added 
cost in the prices to his customers. In the same way the exten­ 
sion of credit involves the expense of bookkeeping, the tying 
up of capital, and credit losses. 7 here is nothing wrong in the 
higher mark up of the individual grocer, because he is render­ 
ing a service that justifies his prices. 
lf some customers can afford and voluntarily elect to pay a 
higher price for groceries and meats because they want credit 
or because they want delivery to their homes it is quite proper 
that they should pay an additional price for such service. How­ 
ever, the millions of families in this country whose income is 
limited and who can have more and better food because they 
are willing to pay cash and carry home their own purchases, 
should not be denied this opportunity. Millions of families of 
limited incomes can only enjoy their present standard of living 
through these economies and savings. These millions of Ameri­ 
can families have helped us build a great business because they 
believe we have rendered them a great service The company, 
theiefore, has an obligation and a duty to protect the interest* 
of these customers. 


4. The Interests of the Farmer 
Eight million farm families are engaged in producing tho 
food consumed by the American people. All of the farm home* 
in America, therefore, comprising one-fourth of all of the popu­ 
lation of the United States, have a direct interest in the method* 
of distribution by which the products of their labor and of the 
soil are marketed. 
Approximately 30% of their production is marketed through 
the chain food stores; about 70% through individual grocers. 
Their fruits, vegetables and other foodstuffs are sold through the 
chainstoresatpricesaveraging8% to 10% cheaper than thepricea 
at which they are sold by many grocers, lf the farmer sells a 
given product to both at the same price, the individual grocer 
must charge the public more to take care of his higher costs. 
Thus 30% of the farm er* products Teach the public at low 
prices and 70% of his products reach the public at higher prices. 
If the public cannot consume a given crop of apples, pota­ 
toes, berries or any other product, at the prices at which they 
are offered, these goods do not move from the grocer s shelve*; 
a surplus accumulates and the farmer finds that he either can­ 
not sell the balance of his crop or must sell it at a substantial 
loss. Only too often a situation arises when it is literally cheaper 
for the farmer to let his apples or his peaches rot on the ground 
than to expend the labor costs necessary to pack and ship them. 
Every farm economist knows that a I 0% surplus does not mean 
10% less return to the farmer but often more than 20% Ie** 
return. 
In other words, the farmer’s problem is to sell hi* product* 
at the cost of production plus a fair profit and to get them to the 
public with as few intermediate costs and profit* as possible. It 
is therefore obviously unfair to the farmer to propose legislation 
which would, at a single blow, wipe out 30% of his distributing 
machinery— and that 30%? the part which maintains the price 
to the farmer yet reaches the public at low cost because of eco­ 
nomical distribution. It would be just as unfair to the farmer to 
propose putting out of business all of the individual grocers of 
the country who distribute 70% of his produce. Both chain food 
stores and individual grocers perform a distributive function 
vital to the interests of the farmer. If either failed to function 
the farmer would be faced with tremendous surpluses and 
heartbreaking losses. 
For years the A Ac P has dealt with the farmers both as pro­ 
ducers and consumers. We feel that we have a definite obliga­ 
tion and duty to oppose any legislative attack upon their best 
interests. 
5. The Interests of Labor 
Every business in this country has a vital interest in the pur­ 
chasing power of labor. When labor has high wages and great 
purchasing power, everyone is prosperous. When labor s pur­ 
chasing power is curtailed, all business suffers and the Ameri­ 
can standard of living is impaired. For many years it has been 
the wise policy of the national government to protect real wages 
and the purchasing power of the worker’s dollar. Combinations 
or agreements to raise prices, thus reducing real wages, have 
been declared illegal. 
It certainly seems strange that it should now be proposed to 
destroy a group of businesses for the frankly admitted reason 
that they furnish the necessities of life to the wage earner and 
his family at low prices. There are approximately 900,000 
workers directly employed in the chain store industry. What 
course is open to us but to oppose the action of a man who, at a 
time when more than I 1.000.000 wage earners are already out 
of work and 3,000,000 families on relief, proposes a bill that 
would add almost another million to the roll of unemployed, 
wipe out 30'% of the distributing machinery of all of the farmers 
of the United States, and raise the cost of living of the wage 
earners of the United States. 
W e believe that our organization h as rendered a gre at 
service to the A m erican people an d that it is as a result 
o f that service that w e have prospered. If we consulted 
our own interest it would be very easy to stop and enjoy 
w hatever leisure we have earned. No one is dependent 
upon us excep t our fellow w orkers. H ow ever, a fte r the 
fullest consideration of all interests, we have arrived at the 
decision that we would be doing less than our full duty if 
w e failed to oppose, by every fair m eans, legislation pro­ 
posed by the H onorable W right P atm an. 
As we have said, Mr. Patm an is an ab le politician, an 
able lobbyist and an able propagan d ist. In that field he i* 
an expert. W e are exp erts only in the grocery busine**. 
W e believe the chain stores have a right to present their 
case to the A m erican people. W e will not go into politics, 
nor will we establish a lobby in W ashington for the purpose 
o f attem pting to influence the vote o f any m em ber of the 
Congress. W e expect only a full and fair opportunity to 
present the case for the chain stores a s a great service! 
organization for the A m erican people. 
Since the task we have set before us is one involving the 
widest dissem ination o f com plete inform ation to all o f 
the A m erican people, and since this is a profession in 
which we are not expert, we have e n g a g e d C arl Byoir Sc 
A ssociates, public relations counsel, to do this work. W e 
realize that our views are seldom news. W e know, there­ 
fore, that we must be prepared to spend a substantial sum 
of money in telling our story to all of the A m erican people. 
W e declare now that this money will he spent in the dis­ 
semination o f information through paid advertising and 
every m edium availab le to us, and in coop eratin g in tho 
work or form ation of study grou ps am ong consum ers, 
farm ers and w orkers, which provide open forum * for a 
discussion of all m easures affecting the coit o f living* 
We believe that when the A m erican people have all o f 
the facts they will m ake their decision known to their 
representatives in Congress. A s A m erican s we will bo 
content with that decision.

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SCHOOL GANGSTERS

SHOCKING story from Philadelphia 
tells of a junior high school which has 
been terrorized by a group of older boys 
imitating 
gangsters. 
Children 
began 
staying away from school in large num­ 
bers. 
Then parents petitioned the school 
board to have their children transferred 
to another school. 
The parents said the gangster group 
demanded pennies, nickels and dimes from 
younger pupils as the price of “protection” 
from beatings, theft of lunches and other 
mistreatment. The board of education in­ 
vestigated the charges, then appointed a 
new principal, 
authorized 
to 
demand 
police protection for the children. 
lf this is true, a good deal more than 
police protection is needed. These young 
racketeers must be stopped short in their 
criminal career, punished by some intelli­ 
gent means that will produce a genuine 
change of thought as well as action. 
Parents and educators in that neigh­ 
borhood need to get together to discover 
what is wrong in home training, school 
education and civic life that such a con­ 
dition could 
cd stage. 


SPANISH OMELET 
Long before the rulers got round to this, 
however, they plan to concentrate on 
Spain. Here both Loyalists and Insurgents 
arc tired of the long drawn out war, and 
should be open to peaceful persuasion, 
lf 
not amenable, the Munich conferees will 
not stop with persuasion. 
They have in mind another interna­ 
tional police force such as that now assist­ 
ing in the dismemberment of Czechoslo­ 
vakia, also the complete elimination of 
Franco (on whom Mussolini has grown 
sour), and finally, the creation of a new 
King for Spain. 
The latter probably will come from the 
Danish, Italian or British royal families. 
One of the British princes might be spared 
for this job as a sop to Britain’s waning 
prestige. 
One reason for Chamberlain’s desire to 
get the Czech and the Spanish problems 
out of the way is his desire to concentrate 
on the Near East, where Britain has been 
faced with disastrous native revolts, and 
tho Far East, where the Japanese have 
driven British 
interests out of certain 
vital areas.

Simply a Tissue 
The blood is simply a tissue like 
any other tissue. It has the unique 
distinction th a t it touches every 
other tissue in the body. T hat is its 
purpose and th a t is why it is a liquid 
tissue. 
It touches all the tissues 
with astonishing rapidity and fre­ 
quency. If it were possible to tag a 
single particle of blood, it probably 
would be found th a t it visits every 
p a rt of the body several thousand 
times an hour, and it gets from one 
end of the body to the other in sec­ 
onds rath er than minutes. As proof 
of this, it is a fam iliar fact to the 
practicing physician th a t when he 
is giving an injection in the vein of 
the arm of a patient—a solution of 
4 ---------------------------------------------- 


arsenic, for instance— before he has 
injected as much as a q u arter of the 
solution, the patient will complain 
of a metallic arsenic taste in the 
mouth, 
In considering the functions of 
the various systems of the body d ur­ 
ing the last few weeks, we started 
out with the digestive system be­ 
cause th a t prepares the energy- 
producing substances for consump­ 
tion. 
Then, in order to produce 
energy, the food m ust be oxidized 
and to furnish oxygen is the func­ 
tion of the respiratory system. That 
we studied last week. 
Function of Blood 
To carry these substances to the 
tissues is the function of the blood. 
It is naturally an extrem ely com­ 
plex tissue, containing from time to 
time all sorts of chemicals. It varies 
a good deal in composition from 
tim e to time. 
I have seen blood 
draw n from the arm after a meal 
th a t looked like milk, so loaded with 
fa t particles was it— a condition 
called lipemia. 
Essentially, the blood consists of 
a clear protein or serum fluid of 
extrem e complexity, called the plas­ 
ma. In this float the blood cells; one 
kind, the red cells, whose essential 
function it is to carry oxygen to the 
tissues, and the other kind, the 
white cells, which repel invasion 
and also probably carry chemicals 
to and fro. W here these cells orig­ 
inate will be the subject of the 
article tomorrow.

Since 1920 when the S tate pro­ 
gram to aid crippled children was 
inaugurated, approxim ately 8,400 
crippled youngsters have been giv­ 
en treatm en t at the hands of com ­ 
petent orthopedic surgeons. 
Although the Bureau of C hari­ 
ties does not have staff physicians, 
it 
m aintains contacts w ith su r­ 
geons throughout 
Ohio so th a t 
crippled youngsters will 
receive 
adequate treatm ent. About 40 hos­ 
pitals in the S tate are utilized for 
children who cannot be treated in 
their homes. 
A sta ff of IO nurses is m ain­ 
tained by the Bureau and help 
arrange diagnostic clinics upon the 
request of local health authorities. 
In addition, the nurses aid in a r­ 
ranging exam inations for patients 
and also help in the educational 
and rehabilitation work of cripples 
Before a child can receive aid 
under the program , the youngster 
m ust be certified to the Bureau 
of C harities by the juvenile judge 
in the county of residence.
